2. WE ASKED NICHOLAS VALTICOS, ILO ADVISER FOR 
INTERNATIONAL LABOR STANDARDS, ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY 
THAT THE CZECHS AND THE SOVIETS MIGHT BE PUT ON THE 
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SPECIAL LIST AT THE ILC. VALTICOS NOTED THAT THE ILC 
PLENARY MADE THE FINAL DECISION ON CITING COUNTRIES, 

BUT SAID THAT IF THE RESPONSE OF THE CZECH GOVERNMENT 
TO QUESTIONS PUT TO IT LAST YEAR BY THE ILC COMMITTEE 
ON APPLICATION OF CONVENTIONS CONCERNING THEIR COMPLIANCE 
WITH THE CONVENTION ON DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT 
(111) WAS INADEQUATE, THE COMMITTEE WOULD INDEED HAVE 
REASON TO RECOMMEND THAT THE CZECHS BE CITED. VALTICOS 
NOTED ANOTHER ALTERNATIVE; HE SAID THE COMMITTEE COULD 
ASK THE CZECH GOVERNMENT TO PERMIT A REPRESENTATIVE 
OF THE ILO DIRECTOR GENERAL TO GO TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
TO INVESTIGATE CRITICISMS RAISED BY THE COMMITTEE OF 
EXPERTS AND BY THE ICFTU COMPLAINT NOW PENDING. VALTICOS 
SAID THAT IF THE CZECH GOVERNMENT REFUSED TO ACCEPT 
AN INVESTIGATION BY THE DG, THE ILC COMMITTEE ON 
APPLICATION OF CONVENTIONS WOULD HAVE A STRONG BASIS 
FOR RECOMMENDING THAT THE CZECHS BE CITED ON THE 
SPECIAL LIST. 

3. ON THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE USSR MIGHT BE CITED FOR 
PERSISTENT VIOLATION OF THE CONVENTION ON FORCED LABOR 
(29), VALTICOS SAID THAT DEPENDED ON THE RESPONSE OF THE 
USSR TO QUESTIONS RAISED AT THE ILC LAST YEAR AND 
BY THE COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS LAST MONTH (SEE PARAS 
THREE AND FOUR OF REFTEL).SORENSON 
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
